Rome, March 29.—-Martial

proclamation may be issued, the 
military establishment Avill take 
over all telegraph and telephone 
lines and the railroads.'

ment of th" Italian navy or army 
may be transmuted. This rigor- 
ous censorship has been ordered, 
by royal decree. While the decree 
coA'ers only rhe period np to July

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ARMIES AND POLICE FORCES—A COMPARISON 


Theodore Koosevolt, who is genuinely peeved and disgruntled 


because President Wilson has so far succeeded in keeping the Uni- 
ted States out of the European war and who i« really the foremost 
living American advocate of war, argues that since peace advocates 
deplore the existence of standing armies, lo be consistent, they should 
also deplore the existence of police forces in our cities. 


As usual, the ex-president is lame in his logic. There is nothing 


really analogous in the iwo conceptions. THE PURPOSE OK A 
POLICE FORCE, PRIMARILY, IS TO KEEP THE PEArM THE 
PURPOSE OP A STANDING ARMY IS TO FIGHT SOME OTHER 
STANDING ARMY. The people of Coshocton do not pay their po- 
licemen either to attack the neighboring town of Combridge, nor 
to defend Coshocton from an attack of the Cambridge police force. 
^But the German army was kept in readiness either to attack or to 
repel the attack of the army of .some other power-. 


The early history of any one of our American commonwealths 


•well illustrates the rise of any social unit known as a state or nation. 
Inthe early days each man was his own police force and trial court. 
If he caught another man stealing his horse or robbing his smoke- 
house, he promptly shot him down and a plain statement of the cir- 
cumstances assured him the moral support of the community. 


But with the growth and development of communities the indi- 


vidual gun toter fell into disrepute. Communities saAV that there 
was a better way of coping with criminals and punishing; crime. 
There came about a common agreement that civilization could be 
advanced further if the duty of dealing with ci'ime was left to a few 
individuals, while permitting the great mass of citizens to go about 
the transactions of their own affairs in any way they saw fit, so long 
.is they did not transgress the rights of their neighbors. 


Thus, iti our community relations the courts of law and police 


forces were a natural social development. In politics men might be 
Republicans or Democrats or Socialists; in their religious views they 
might be Methodists or Presbyterians or Catholics; by racial ties 
they might be English or Latin or German; but in the things that 
pertained to the protection of the community as a whole their views 
were essentially all alike. 


Thus, our political units, as made lip of divers individuals, soon 


took on our existing forms of law and order. The man who settled 
his OAVH disputes was regarded as only a more dangerous type of 
criminal than the one who was an acknowledged outlaw. But the 
»vorld has not yet reached that point of development in its interna- 
tional relations. If we regard all the various nations of the earth as 
occupying the same status the individual occupies in his relations to 
the state, then we can readily see how much further nations have 
developed in their domestic affairs than they have in their interna- 
tional affairs. 
" 
Ajid so/the nation that today, keeps a large standing arrny 


really occupies the position the individual did in the early days be- 
fore -we had advanced far in civilization. Such a nation is really 
conducting itself much as a citizen of Coshocton would who should 
undertake to settle his disputes with the merchant or the banker with 
a gfushooter.and a rifle. The fact that one of our citizens who has 
a dispute with another citizen thinks lie is right and the other man' 
wrong, has nothing to do with the cose. 


We all think that. And even if: wo are right, this does not give 


us the right to take a gun and g,p out and threaten and bluster and 
even slioot someone. AVe have, 5n the painful progress of the cen- 
turies, evolved a better way than that. Right or wrong, we submit 
our disputes to a regularly constituted tribunal. And if we presume 
to get gay and flourish a big gun in the faces of those with whom we 
differ, there is another regularly constituted force in society—the 
tjolice—whose duty it is to hold us down and sit on us until we have 
cooled off and are willing to listen, to reason.s 


Now, if the nations of the world could enter into some kind of 


o federation, A THING WHICH THEY MUST INEVITABLY DO, 
IF THEY WISH TO PRESERVE CIVILIZATION, as the stales of 
the American Union have done, and as the states and provinces and 
counties of all nations have done, they will have to have internation- 
al police forces and international courts. But these international 
police forces will no more be comparable to standing armies as we 
know them than would the frontier citizen with gun in hand be com- 
parable to a citizen of Ohio in bringing a civil or criminal action 
against another citizen to settle a disptite. 


Because citizens of Ohio now cheerfully pay taxes for the sup- 


port of police forces and sheriffs and their deputies, does not argue 
that they are inconsistent in their opposition to standing armies. 
The object of the police force is merely to maintain peace within a 
given limited jurisdiction. The object of a standing army is really 
to be ready for wars of aggression and conquest anywhere on the 
face of the globe. 


When nations are so far advanced in civilization that they all 


contribute taxes for the maintenance of a fixed number of battle- 
ships to patrol tho seas and perhaps a few thousand armed men to go 
bei'e and there and protect the rights of citizens of all nations, THEN 
AND NOT UNTIL THEN WILL THERE BE ANY SIMILARITY 
BETWEEN AN ARMY AND A POLICE FORCE 
And tho change 


that will be required to bring about this similarity will be all on the 
side of our armies. Tho standard toward which we must ad\ance, 
if civilization is to endure, is that of an international navy and police 
force, and away from tho Rooseveltian conception of the present 
standing armv and individual navy.
